se Beach, featured in this issue of Palm Beach Life, 
is a special place to me because it’s the spot where I was 
introduced to Florida. 

It made such a strong impression that my husband and I 
returned two years later to become permanent residents. We 
started our tenure as Floridians in Miami because we found 
jobs there on the Miami News. Gradually we are inching 
North, having made it to Palm Beach five years ago. Some- 
day we may arrive at our original destination, Vero Beach. 
Meanwhile, we are emulating St. Augustine grass, putting down 
roots over a wide area. 

Everyone has a story to tell about their first visit to 
Florida. We ascended from LaGuardia in a February blizzard 
and descended on a balmy, starlit night in Orlando. We 
drove across the state to Indian River County. The groves 
were in bloom and the scent of orange blossoms was heavy. 

The Driftwood Inn was filled. We had heard about it 
from friends in Atlanta who said a reservation wasn’t need- 
ed. I remember the exact words. “Sometimes I get there in 
the middle of the night. I just roust Old Waldo out of bed. He 


“gives me some clean sheets and points me at a room. It’s 


really informal in Vero.” 

That was in 1957. Obviously, our Atlanta friends were 
giving us information gathered in 1948 when Vero was a 
small town and the Driftwood Inn found customers the same 
way it found building material — whatever washed ashore. 

There were numerous small bars along AlA where the 
entertainment consisted of a radio blasting out fishing reports 
and high tide schedules. One spot was more sophisticated. 
The Anchor featured a talking myna bird. 

The social life of Vero Beach revolved around the infor- 
mal clapboard structure called the Riviera Country Club (now 
a private school) and the Driftwood Inn. 

Vero was a quiet place but there was a boomtown feeling 
in the air. 

No doubt about it, Vero was going places. It was impossi- 
ble, however, to visualize the shopping centers, the con- 
dominiums and the encroaching development from the 
North. At that point, growth was to come from the South. 
The Space Center dream was a few months away — Sputnik 
was still to be launched and Americans were smug about 
domination of the world’s air space. 

When I go back to Vero now, I find a satisfying remind- 
er of the town I enjoyed so much back in 1957. If some of 
the growth has left unsightly scars, the bottom line is it could 
be much worse. For the most part, development has been 
controlled in a rational manner. ; 

The people who live in Vero Beach make it a great place 
to live and vacation. There is a piquant mixture of the 
Florida pioneer, still tending groves and feeding cattle, and 
the dividend-dependent emigres from Atlanta, Chicago and 
New York. 

But I mustn’t tell it all. It is already written and waiting 
for you to read on succeeding pages.

“BRIDESHEAD” — WAUGH’S WORLD OF WINE 


Bieerese Revisited is a curious book. It is a com- 
bination of comedy of manners, social history, religious para- 
ble, and — most recently — the occasion for the most opu- 
lent television series ever made. There are some American 
viewers, possibly meeting Evelyn Waugh’s work for the first 
time through the PBS series, for whom teddy bears will never 
be quite the same again. 

Brideshead Revisited is, in addition, one of the great 
works in the literature of wine. An elaborate thesis could be 
concocted discussing Waugh’s use of symbolism — the secular 
wines which flow so smoothly through his characters’ 
privileged lives, the solemn wine of the Catholic Mass — but 
too much of Waugh’s comic genius might be lost if he were 
treated so earnestly.

Whatever its religious meaning, Brideshead Revisited re- 
mains an exceptionally voluptuous book, from its descriptions 
of architecture to its remembrance of meals past. 

Waugh wrote the novel while on leave for a few months 
in 1944 from the British army. Although the British were 
winning the war, it had left tired, uncertain people living on 
rationed fuel and ersatz food. In this gray, cold landscape you 
can imagine the intoxicating effect Waugh’s vision of a land 
of champagne and strawberries, Havana cigars and silk 
shirts, and country house weekends and Mayfair debutante 
balls had on the British. 

Yet Waugh was more than an escapist when it came to 
writing about wine. It played an important part in his life, 
and not simply because he was a heavy drinker. As anyone 
who has read his letters or his even more bibulous diaries can 
attest, he dwelt on wine a great deal, especially in the war 
years when stocks ran low. 

Wine, like horses or dogs, was simply one of those 
things a gentleman was expected to understand — and Waugh 
worked very hard at being a country gentleman — yet his

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enjoyment seems genuine. One of his best friends, Lady 
Mary Lygon — a member of the large family on whom the 
Marchmains in Brideshead are to some degree based — 
married a White Russian prince who was a fashionable Lon- 
don wine merchant and who helped Waugh stock his cellar. 

And one of the relatively few kind things Waugh ex- 
pressed about the United States, when he visited Hollywood 
in the late 1940s, was his surprise at discovering “a good 
local red wine’”’ — Paul Masson’s Pinot Noir. He noted that 
he and his wife were the only diners in the restaurant having 
wine with their meal! 

Wine, and stronger drinks, often led Waugh’s characters 
(and their creator) into all sorts of excess, but the idea of 
wine somehow remained pure. It was a symbol of the good 
life, particularly of the golden age of youth when Waugh and 
his friends began to discover the glorious complexity of the 
senses. 

It was also a symbol of fellowship, rather paradoxically 
so for a writer who seemed to find so much to object to in his 
fellow man. But perhaps he would have been even nastier had 
he not had the solace of wine. 

Forgive the pun, but he wrote about drink as lushly as any 
advertising copywriter, yet with a touch of poetry that 
guarantees his place in any wine anthology. One doesn’t have 
to doubt the sincerity of his Catholic convictions to say that 
most readers find him more persuasive as a hedonist than as 
a man of great spirituality. I think he knew it, and it drove 
him farther into drink. 

In Brideshead there are three great scenes involving 
wine. T'wo of them date from the age of innocence, the hon- 
ey-scented summer of Sebastian’s infatuation with the bedaz-

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zled Charles Ryder. They are made all the more poignant by 
the reader’s — or viewer’s — premonition that Sebastian, | 
the golden boy, is doomed. 

The third scene, several years later, arises from a 
scheme by a more adult and more cynical Charles Ryder to | 
get a good meal off Rex Mottram, the rich Canadian climber | 
who wants to marry Sebastian’s sister. If I must spend an | 
evening with him, Charles tells himself, it will be a dinner to 
remember. 

How nicely it all begins. Sebastian, exuding aristocratic 
confidence and whimsical charm, descends on Charles’s 
rooms at Oxford and carries him off in a “borrowed” road-

ster for his first glimpse of Brideshead Castle. He lures him 
with a promise of strawberries and Chateau Peyraguey — 
“it’s heaven with strawberries” — and they picnic under a 
clump of elms on the sort of English summer day that John 
Constable might have painted. 

And what is Lafaurie-Peyraguey, to use its full name? It’s 
one of the great Sauternes of France. A thick, golden dessert 
wine, made of “nobly rotted” wine grapes. What better im- 
age could a writer produce for an overripe civilization? 

But Charle’s initiation into the world of great wine is 
only beginning. In an episode which surely must enter the 
fantasies of any wine lover, the two young men explore the

cellars at Brideshead. The owner — Lord Marchmain, Se- 
bastian’s father — lives abroad, so the butler tells them the 
wine needs to be drunk. There’s only enough left, he worries, 
to last another 10 years! Well, the English were more patient 
than we are now about letting wine mature. 

Wilcox, the butler, is encouraged by their interest. 
Throughout those summer evenings, he brings up bottle after 
aged bottle of the great Burgundies and clarets of the late 
19th century. Sebastian finds a book that tells them how to 
swirl the wine in its glass, look through it to the candlelight 
and play with it over the tongue. It is a scene in which wine 
drinking approaches the erotic. The wine tastings end with 
refreshing dips into the great baroque fountains.

Those with a Puritan conscience will be gratified to 
know that Sebastian, before becoming something of a mystic, 
turns into a wretched alcoholic. Charles, more moderate in 
his vices and indeed a bit dull, continues to enjoy wine 
throughout his successful career as a genteel painter. His years 
of study in France allow him to continue the vinous education 
begun at Brideshead. 

Waugh has often been accused of social snobbery; in 
Brideshead he indulges in its gastronomic version. Rex Mot- 
tram — a brash, mysterious, somewhat Gatsby-like million- 
aire — offers to take Charles to a glamorous night club. In- 
stead, Charles insists on choosing a restaurant Rex and his 
kind have never heard of. 

It is a simple little place where each dish is so exquisite, 
it eventually occurs even to Rex that the food is exceptional. 
They drink Montrachet from 1906 — the greatest of white 
Burgundies — and Clos de Beze of 1904, one of the greatest 
red Burgundies. 

At the end of the meal they order cognac. It is clear and 
pale and served in small, thin, tulip-shaped glasses — a De- 
lamain, I can easily imagine. Rex knows something is wrong. 
He makes a fuss, insists on balloon glasses, has the wine 
stewards bring out the warming lamp and the grimy, “‘Napo- 
leonic”’ bottle they save for rich tourists, and makes a great 
production of enjoying “the treacly concoction.” 

Charles looks on with a mixture of pity and contempt. 
For Waugh, choosing the wrong wine or a vulgarized brandy is 
practically a moral fault. 

These are the three great set pieces, though they hardly 
exhaust the novel’s inventory of drink. What other modern 
novel, for example, mentions champagne so often? It is for 
Waugh the very mark of aristocratic nonchalance. Sebas- 
tian’s guests help themselves to it before they even say hello 
to him; Charles offers a pre-luncheon glass to his priggish, 
disapproving cousin Jasper simply to annoy him. 

Dinners inevitably end with port in a crystal decanter 
passed clockwise around a splendid ancestral table; the 
brandy and cigars follow. The ubiquitous cocktails — such as 
those four brandy Alexanders which Anthony Blanche pol- 
ishes off — remind us that this is a story which begins in the 
Jazz Age, even if it ends in the age of air raid sirens. 

That 1904 Clos de Beze appears once more in Charles’ 
life. He encounters it at his wine merchant’s shop during the 
first autumn of the war. It had softened and faded since his 
dinner in Paris, some 15 years earlier. “It whispered faintly, 
but in the same lapidary phrase, the same words of hope.” O

Lev's give a cheer this month for 
Clare Boothe Luce and her biographer 
Wilfrid Sheed, the novelist and critic. 
Clare Boothe Luce (Button, $14.50) is a 
solid “marriage” of the glamorous 
widow of Time publisher and founder, 
Henry Luce, and writer Sheed who has 
had her cooperation in fashioning one 
of the season’s most fascinating and in- 
sightful biographies. It is full of droll 
stories, moments of acerbity and good 
humor in relating Luce’s intimate asso- 
ciation with princes of the Roman 
Catholic Church. Sheed, a well-known 
Catholic intellectual, is in a good posi- 
tion to make us respect Luce’s piety. 

Luce has had a spectacular career, 
to which she has carefully devoted her- 
self by arduous preparation for each as- 
pect of it. In the early part of her long 
life, she was a socialite, a fashion plate, 
a magazine editor, author of the im- 
mensely successful play, The Women, 
war correspondent, conservative Con- 
gressman, den mother of Time and a 
behind-the-scenes founder of Life and 
ambassador to Italy in the Eisenhower 
administration. 

Handling this formidable array of 
careers, Sheed is witty, though he is a 
punch puller when it comes to analyzing 
his heroine as a Cold Warrior. This is 
perhaps the least satisfactory part of 
his book because biographer is so en- 
raptured by the many-sided Luce that 
he concentrates on telling her story, 
not investigating it. Despite this small 
cavil, Clare Boothe Luce is a book you’ll 
want to read and savor.

Paar Rockefeller was obviously 
born to privilege; and he developed an 
eagerness for sound investments in hu- 
manitarianism in South America and 
the fondness for public life that would 
carry him into New York politics 
where he was governor. He exuded ar- 
rogance and power and a taste for do- 
ing big things — the Albany Mall, the 
state office building in Harlem and en- 
gaging his personal tastes in modern 
art. Into his orbit of power, he drew 
such figures as Henry Kissinger, who re- 
inforced his enthusiastic but essentially 
simple Cold War views. He was all too 
ready to see Communists under many 
Central American beds, while the im- 
pulse for national growth there escaped 
him. 

On the gossipy side, Persico has 
traced the breakup of the first marriage 
and the appearance of Happy 
Rockefeller. He had other women as 
well, and he was undoubtedly among 
the least sensitive of lovers. Women, in 
fact, were his downfall. Persico liked 
his boss, yet saw him with a clear eye, 
which makes his book one of the top 
biographies of the spring. So much in- 
sight, so much delicious gossip!

I must report that I goofed last 
year (we all can’t be perfect) by slight- 
ing John Updike’s Rabbit Is Rich 
(Knopf, $15.95). The witty novel, of | 
middle-aged life in the Connecticut 
suburbs, has just won the National Book 
Critics Circle award as 1981’s best, 
which means it will be in the book- 
shops for some time. I hope you'll : 
manage to get hold of a copy, for it is — 
among the best reading experiences of 
any year. Better late than never. 


A book, to be good, doesn’t have 
to be serious. There is always room for 
elegant spoofs. And such there is in 
Steve Allen’s The Talk Show Murders 
(Delacorte, $12.95). It is not, except in- 
cidentally, a crime story or a yarn of 
suspense so much as it is the humorist’s 
amiable and enormously comic thoughts 
on talk show personalities. Yes, there is 
a story and there are some murders, but 
they are all clean fun. If you’ve ever 
watched Johnny Carson or Merv Grif- 
fin or those other hosts of night-time 
television, you sit back and laugh at 
how Allen has played with the medium, 
which he helped invent back in the 
1950s. He is irrepressible. 


Richara Condon, who wrote The 
Manchurian Candidate along with a 
spate of other popular thrillers, is back 
with another whopper — _ Prizzi’s 
Honor (Coward, Mcann and Geohegan, 
$13.95). It’s a love story of a Mafia 
man, and I think it’s the best piece of 
Mafia fiction I’ve read in a long while. 
The love story is real, too. With its 
tight plotting, fast action and good 
characterization, the book is a tour of 
the underworld that, for once, has a 
ring of veracity to it. It’s my Grade A 
crime novel of the month by a tried 
and tested master of the genre. 


Geen of books of suspense, let 
me tell you about Bitter Fruit: The Un- 
told Story of the American Coup in 
Guatemala by Stephen Schlesinger and 
Stephen Kinzer (Doubleday, $14.95). 
Although the book concerns the covert 
action mounted against the Arbenz 
government by John Foster Dulles and 
his CIA brother, Allen, in the 
Eisenhower years of the 1950s, it has 
all the aspects of a murder mystery. 
The two young historian-authors have 
dug though once-classified documents to 
pin down how the United States, 
frightened by the land reforms of the 
Arbenz regime and by the possibility 
that the United Fruit Company would 
improve its workers’ conditions, plotted

HOUSEHOLD HAZARDS

here’s no place like home,” Judy 
Garland assured moviegoers after avoid- 
ing myriad perils in the Land of Oz. 
Unfortunately, there is no place like 
home — for hazards to your health. 

Each year more than four million 
Americans are disabled by home acci- 
dents and approximately 27,000 die as a 
result of their injuries. 

A recent National Health Survey 
implies that home injuries would be in 
excess of 20 million if all home accidents 
were recorded. According to this report, 
the major cause of death in the home is 
falls, followed by fires, suffication, poi- 
soning, firearms and poison gases. Home 
accidents principally affect the very 
young and old. 


Southern Illinois University re- 
searchers James Aaron, Frank Bridges 
and Dale Ritzel discovered that acci- 
dents occur when a person attempts to 
perform a task beyond his physical capa- 
bility. “Suitable habits usually lead to 
correct responses,’’ the researchers 
state, “whereas improper habits lead to 
accidents.” Not recognizing the hazards 
involved in a particular activity can 
cause accidents. ‘ 

An unsafe environment is estimat- 
ed to be responsible for 15 to 20 percent 
of today’s accident problems. “A disor- 
ganized or cluttered environment,” ac- 
cording to the university researchers, “is 
a conducive setting for an accident.” 

What can be done to eliminate haz-

ards in the home? Anchoring small 
throw rugs to remove the possibility of 
tripping could be a place to begin. The 
American Medical Association points to 
highly polished floors as a serious hazard 
and suggests that on such surfaces chil- 
dren should be provided with no-skid 
footwear. 

Basement steps should have a hand- 
rail, preferably on both sides. In fact, 
handrails belong on all stairways with 
more than two steps. Stairway lighting is 
most efficient when it can be controlled 
from both the top and bottom. 

While parents will quickly berate a 
youngster who climbs on an unsafe sur- 
face, they often forget to practice what 
they preach. Adults who teeter on a 
stack of boxes instead of using a ladder 
to get something off a top shelf are, by 
their example, setting their children up 
for future accidents. 

The National Health Survey cites 
fire as the second major cause of death in 
home accidents. Faulty electrical equip- 
ment, smoking, incorrect use of flamma- 
ble liquids and overloaded circuits are 
several causes of fires in the home. 

In addition to making a home fire- 
proof by clearing clutter out of base- 
ments and attics, you should develop a 
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family plan of action in case of fire. 
Rehearse a fire drill by teaching your 
children the quickest way to get out of 
the house from every room. They should 
also learn how to stop, drop and roll if 
their clothing should catch on fire. Make 
sure the number of the fire department 
is taped to every phone in the house. 
Purchase smoke detectors and fire ex- 
tinguishers.

Treatment for a burn victim will 
depend on the degree and type of burn 
sustained — scalding, chemical or elec- 
trical. 

First degree burns resulting from 
scalding, brief contact with hot objects 
or overexposure to the sun are basically 
superficial injuries to the top layer of 
skin. There is reddening and some pain 
but no blisters. Treat the burned area 
under cold running water or with cold 


compresses, then place a light gauze 
bandage over the area. 

Second degree burns damage deep- 
er layers of skin. They could be caused 
by burning fluids, hot liquids or other 
sources of extremely high heat. There is 
redness, swelling, pain and blisters and 
escaping plasma may cause the skin to 
constantly appear wet. Treatment is the 
same as for first degree burns except 
that if the arms or legs are involved they 
should be elevated. Any second degree 
burns of the face, feet or hands require 
medical attention. 

Third degree burns destroy all lay- 
ers of skin, which take on a white or 
charred appearance. There will be little 
pain due to the destruction of nerve 
endings in the skin. Since this is the 
most serious type of burn, call an ambu- 
lance immediately or get the victim to an 
emergency room. Do this no matter how 
small an area the burn covers. 

Don’t give the victim alcohol or ap- 
ply either cold water, ice packs or oint- 
ments. Don’t attempt to remove burned 
clothing. Cover the burned areas with a 
sheet wrung out in cold water, then cov- 
er the victim with a light blanket. 

Experts at the Poison Control Cen- 
ter report that nine out of 10 poisoning

cases occur in the home. Four out of five 
victims are pre-school children. Com- 
mon household products, cosmetics and 
medicines can be lethal to young chil- 
dren. 

There are four ways poison can 
damage the body: injection, absorption, 
inhalation and ingestion. 

Injected poisons usually come from 
insects, spiders and snakes. If you see 
the stinger, carefully remove it with ster- 
ilized tweezers. A cold compress will 
help reduce swelling. 

Absorbed poisons include chemi- 
cals and plants such as poison ivy, oak 
and sumac. Wash the skin area with 
plenty of soap and water for at least 15 
minutes. Be sure the victim is breathing 
freely and give him plenty of water. Seek 
medical help immediately. 

Inhaled poisons from leaking gas or 
exhaust, glues or mixed household 
cleansers require immediately bringing 
the victim to fresh air. Keep the victim 
lying down as you transport him to a 
hospital. If breathing has stopped, begin 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation (Palm 
Beach Life, November 1981) immedi- 
ately. 

Ingested poisons are usually sepa- 
rated into two categories: noncorrosives

such as aspirin, roach powder etc., and 
strong acidic or alkali corrosives such as 
ammonia or laundry detergent. 

Noncorrosive poisons should be im- 
mediately diluted in the stomach with 
large quantities of water, milk or tea. 
Vomiting should be induced as soon as 
possible with one teaspoon of syrup of 
Ipecac. 

Corrosive poisons should also be di- 
luted in the stomach immediately with 
plenty of water. But no attempt should 
be made to induce vomiting. These are 
truly dangerous poisons that can cause 
further damage to the throat and wind- 
pipe as they return. Following water, a 
neutralizing agent such as milk of mag- 
nesia should be given. The next step is to 
give a demulcent such as raw beaten eggs 
or vegetable oil to protect the stomach. 

Home accidents never receive the 
public or media attention they deserve, 
possibly because they are not as dramat- 
ic as highway or plane crashes. Unlike 
away-from-home mishaps, however, the 
overwhelming majority of home acci- 
dents are preventable. O

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However, it also can be lots of fun. And 
there, as they say, is the rub. “It’s a 
heady experience,” says one longtime 
Broadway producer, “to be able to say 
to friends, ‘Have you caught my play?’ ”’ 

The fact is that if you’re attracted 
to the smell of greasepaint or the roar 
of crowds, you'll get little of either 
when you decide to go out for the role of 
Broadway “angel.” The closest you 
may come to the glamour of the stage 
probably will be a couple of seats to the 
opening night performance — and you 
may wind up paying for those. 

That’s not to say financial backers 
are treated casually. The care and feed- 
ing of potential Broadway investors is 
an art form all its own. Typically, the 
lure is the backer’s audition — and once 
you’ve made the list of possible inves- 
tors, you can be assured of no dearth of 
future invitations. 

Basically, the backer’s audition is 
designed to whet the financial appetite 
of potential investors. It may be held 
in a bare rehearsal room or a plush 
suite at the Regency. There usually are 
comfortable sofas, lots of white wine 
and, if it’s to be a musical, a small pi- 
ano — and as many as 60 potential 
backers. The actors will either speak or 
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sing their lines. The producer usually de- 
tails the story line. 

. That’s generally it since the bait is 
an opportunity, however fleeting, to rub 
shoulders with actors and to be associ- 
ated with the glamour and excitement 
of a live stage production. 

Dasha Epstein, producer of such 
hits as Ain’t Misbehaving and Same 
Time Next Year, takes her responsibil- 
ities to her backers seriously (to the 
point of keeping them posted with regu- 
lar written reports). However, she la- 
ments, it’s the investors who are not 
serious. 

“Most backers,” she says, “just 
want to be part of the world of stars. 
The first question they usually ask is 
not, ‘What is the show capitalized at?’ 
nor, ‘What’s the break-even point?’ It’s 
usually, ‘Who’s in the show?’ ” 

“For some people,” says another 
top producer, “it’s worth it. They write 
off the investment, but they at least re- 
gard themselves as successful if they 
can take a few friends to Broadway to 
see their show.” 

Hugh Southern, president of the 
Theatre Development Fund, tells the 
story of the contingent of investors 
from Vancouver, British Columbia, who 
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trekked East to be on hand for the 


| opening of Billy Bishop Goes to War. 


“It didn’t,” as he diplomatically 


| puts it, “find favor with either the 
public or the critics.”” Nonetheless, they 


had a swell time, which included an 
opening night cast party at Sardi’s — 


pretty much a tradition with most 


Broadway shows, to which backers usu- 
ally are invited — and a trip to New 
York City.

/ a chance to invest in top shows. Estab- 
| lished playwrights and producers have 
their own coterie of friends who usually 
finance their plays. It’s virtually impos- 
| sible, for example, for an outsider to get 
' apiece of a Neil Simon production. 


There are producers who will 


| bankroll the entire play themselves, 
' sometimes with mixed results. Michael 
_ Bennett, who scored a hit with A 


Chorus Line, blew, it is reported, $2 
million of his own funds in Ballroom, a 


show which closed after a single Phi- 
ladelphia performance. 

The irony is that Broadway has 
seldom been more prosperous. Swelled 
by the ranks of visiting foreigners 
(“they love musicals because they don’t 
have difficulty with the language’’), at- 
tendance in the first half of this season 
jumped by 24 percent, to over 5.1 mil- 
lion theatergoers. And with orchestra 
tickets costing $30 a seat (the hit musi- 
cal 42nd Street is getting a top price of 
$35), revenues are pouring in. 

Moreover, there are more shows 
around than there are theaters in which 
to mount them. “Would you believe a 
waiting list for stage space?” exclaims 
one old Broadway hand. 

Yet, from the backers’ viewpoint, 
the. odds haven’t improved. Production 
costs have skyrocketed. A Broadway 
musical could easily cost $2 million to 
mount, and a drama under $1 million. 
If a production doesn’t have a successful 
run, then it’s money down the tubes. 
The average return for Broadway plays 
in recent years has run a paltry 10 to 
13 percent. 

The budget for one recent produc- 
tion was pegged at $1.25 million. To 
break even on the original investment, 


the show would have to run a minimum 
of 224 Broadway performances — 28 
weeks of playing to a packed house. 

The vast majority of plays pro- 
duced for Broadway do not have the 
chance to run for 28 weeks. Fewer play 
to capacity audiences. 

Yet Broadway investing can be re- 
warding. Noted producer Morton 
Gottlieb, so the story goes, returned 
backers’ investments in full at the 
opening night cast party of one highly 
successful venture. 

Same Time Next Year, says 
Dasha Epstein, returned over 700 per- 
cent on investor capital. She estimates 
the profits on Ain’t Misbehavin and 
They’re Playing Our Song are “in the 
millions.” 

“Producers,” she says, “have to 
ask themselves, is this property really 
good? Is it commercially viable?” Mrs. 
Epstein adds:“If it’s a drama it’s got to 
leave the audience with hope. If it’s a 
musical, it’s got to be great entertain- 
ment.” 

Otherwise, presumably, investors 
can kiss their money goodbye. O

Not all the insects that invade Florida landscapes con- 
fine their activities to plants. Along with those that chew plant 
parts or siphon chlorophyll for transfusing their blood with 
nutrients are at least three that can adversely affect humans: 
the puss caterpillar, the saddleback caterpillar and the larva of 
the io caterpillar. All are members of the normally docile 
caterpillar family. 

Unlike their well-known cousins — chinch bugs, aphids 
and armyworms — these insects do little damage to plants 
because of their small numbers. 

The puss caterpillar, clinging to leaves and plant parts, 
appears harmless and looks like a convex glob rather than a 
conventional caterpillar. It is about an inch long at maturity 
and is entirely covered with long, grayish to tan hairs. Beneath

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but are frequently found on the leaves and stems of citrus 
trees. 

The last of the “Terrible Threesome” is the larva of the io 
moth. Its body, often exceeding two inches in length, is overall 
pale green with yellow and reddish to maroon lateral stripes. It 
is the only one of the three that displays the normal appear- 
ance of a caterpillar. The nettling organs appear over the body 
as small, rounded nodules with spines that are usually yellow 
with black tips. 

The range of host plants is wide. Among more common 
plants inhabited are hibiscus. 

A sting from any of these three pests should receive 
immediate attention. In most cases dermal reactions can be 
treated with ordinary first aid remedies that include ice packs, 
and compacts of moistened bicarbonate of soda or ammonia. 
Various dermal ointments available at drug stores also provide 
relief. 

Where the reaction is severe, causing undue swelling, or 
pain along with nausea and particularly if the victim has a 
history of allergic susceptibility, consultation with a physician 
is advised. If this becomes necessary it is good to determine 
which caterpillar did the stinging. Though all three cause the 
same general symptoms, doctors prefer to know the specific 
vector. 

Because the numbers of any of the three insects invading 
the landscape at a given time is small, the best control is 
removal. Don’t use hands or fingers, however. Knock them 
from the plant with a garden rake or stick and mash them 
underfoot. If the thought of dealing with something so lethal 
bothers you, insecticides including Sevin dust or spray, or 
Diazinon will kill the pests. 
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Awareness of the potential for danger and careful inspec- 
tion as you prune or work among trees and shrubs is the best 
prevention of poisonous stings. Gloves are also good protection. 


Gardening Tips For April 

Lawns: Reduce lawn weeds that might appear later by starting 
controls now. Hand pick or use one of the weed and feed 
chemicals to kill germinating, broadleaf weeds. Get proper 
material for your particular grass type and follow directions 
exactly. 

Pruning: Do major pruning this month to shape trees and 
shrubs and promote new growth. Fertilize immediately after 
pruning and cover all cuts over one-half inch with pruning 
paint available at garden centers. 

Planting: Plant new shrubs and trees or relocate old ones. 
Water daily until well established. 

Fertilizer: If not done last month, fertilize plants, trees and 
grass. This is to revive from winter dormancy and promote 
good summer growth. Fertilize young plants monthly, but 
lightly, until well established. 

Insects: Look for baby grasshoppers. They’re orange and black 
and tiny. Use malathion, Sevin sprays. If allowed to mature, 
you'll need a two-by-four to kill them. 

Watering: Don’t depend on April showers to bring May flowers 
in Florida. Average for month about three inches. Keep 
gardens well watered. 

Special note: Start cuttings of all kinds for planting out in 
June. O

Birth of the Spa 


The word spa dates back to 
1326 from the mineral springs locat- 
ed in a small Belgian village called 
Spa. The town became so well 
known during the 1600s when 
mineral baths were a fashionable 
pastime in Europe, that the term spa 
is now defined in the dictionary as 
“‘a resort with mineral springs.” 

By the next century, these Euro- 
pean-styled cures had captivated the 
fancy of the American colonists. 
However, their interest favored 
fashion before therapy. While dwell- 
ers in the Colonies loved the social 
importance of “taking the waters,” 
they often ignored the arthritic and 
circulatory benefits. 

By 1900, America had 2,000 
chic “watering holes.” But the luxury 
of mingling while laving was not 
enough to sustain them all. Many 
closed down completely. Others re- 
opened as lavish hotels and posh va- 
cation complexes devoted almost en- 
tirely to luxury and recreation. 

The mere mention of such 
names as French Lick, Ind., Sarato- 
ga Springs, N.Y., or Hot Springs, W. 
Va., intoxicated entire rooms of per- 


bodies in unfit, overnourished and un- 
derdisciplined varieties is very much in 
mode. 

Notwithstanding an assembly-line 
exercise class, an uninterested instruc- 
tor, pseudo-modernizations and often 
high price tags, a Florida spa vacation 
can trade pounds, inches and tension 
headaches for self-esteem, relaxed 
nerves and healthy, sun-bronzed bodies. 

However, while the confines of a 
caged vacation hold a fascination for 
many, less than one percent of the 
American population fully understands 
the function of a spa well enough to uti- 
lize it regularly. The rest are curious. 

For years, Americans caught in the 
whirl of pampered luxury have made 
annual pilgrimages to the celebrated 
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thermal baths and manicured gardens 
of Bath, England, or to the pre-alpine 
setting at Bad Ragaz, Switzerland, for 
treatments for rheumatism, circulation 
or paralysis. Some visit the mountains 
of Ixtapan, Mexico, to wallow in mud 
baths, fountains and mineral water 
swimming pools. 

But why go to such remote wilds 
for yourself? Maybe it’s the atmosphere 
of excitement and fear that surrounds a 
“pleasure palace” where men and wom- 


sonage at prominent social and 
political gatherings. 

Forty years later, less than 200 
spas remained, but the American 
Medical Association was eager to see 
the spa therapy become part of a 
planned medical program. It ap- 
pointed a committee to separate the 
medical supervision of a spa visit 
from the commercial exploitation of 
bottled mineral waters and unproven 
medicinal recommendations. In the 
early 1960s, when President John F. 
Kennedy emphasized the impor- 
tance of health and fitness, the word 
spa had become a generic term for 
health or beauty resort, despite the 
absence in certain cases of authentic 
mineral springs or strong medical su- 
pervision. 

Today you'll find vacation 
hotels built upon mineral springs 
with no fitness program or medical 
plan, just as some resort hotels stress 
fitness plans and medically nutritious 
meals, yet have no springs. There 
are only about 15 to 20 major U.S. 
health spa resort complexes that of- 
fer a full range of physical fitness ac- 
tivities, hydrotherapy, medical pro- 
grams and beauty treatments within 
a total sports-oriented atmosphere. 


en pay money to disappear clandes- 
tinely for days, often weeks at a time, 
to return relaxed and beautiful. 

You leave anew — with lingering 
memories of a wonderland on earth. 
Friends ask where you were. Tell them 
you lunched in London; they’ll nod and 
smile. Tell then you “took” the spa; 
they’ll marvel in envy. 

And you no longer need to run 
away to find this fantasy, because both 
of Florida’s coasts have all that and 
more. What one has, the other may 


not, but your dollar (despite its grade | 


and length) can take you to whatever 
spa you fancy. 

For instance, your family back- 
ground is of no concern at Pompano 
Beach’s Palm-Aire spa, but your 
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enthusiasm and dedication to fitness 
and nutrition is. 


Palm-Aire 


Losing weight is the most talked 
about current event at Palm-Aire among 
both sexes. After complete medical ex- 
ams upon arrival, the green light is 
flashed by medical director Dr. Alfred 
Moore. With the aid of spa director 
Jacques Piguet, guests plan their week 
(or longer) of activity. Remarked 
Moore with a laugh, ““Most people come 
begging me to make them thin. If our 
male customers ran their businesses as 
poorly as they run their bodies, they 
couldn’t afford to come here.” 

Take Stu, for example, a 48-year- 
old business executive who was cajoled 
to Palm-Aire by his wife, a semi-annual

customer since the spa opened its door 
11 years ago. Tropically attired in 
bright orange slacks, he spent the first 
two days of his week-long spa vacation 
pacing nervously up and down the lushly 
carpeted spa lobby. When he wasn’t 
calling his New York office, he was 
smoking and staring at his watch. 
Three calls to his stockbroker before 
noon brought on the same number of 
mood changes. He even forgot about Liz 
Taylor and Phyllis George, who were 
rumored to be using the spa. But by 
mid-afternoon on the second day, Stu 
developed a guilt complex after holing 
up in the lobby and his coral-hued room 
at the Spa Hotel. 

He finally took Moore’s program 
on day three. It began with an 8:30 
a.m. two-and-a-half mile jog that last-

British fashion designer Judy 
Hornby is definitely a “10” when it 
comes to beauty and brains. She is very 
attractive and is also a winner on the 
talent scale, with her own dress 
manufacturing business that produces 
fashions for some of the top retailers in 
the United States and two Judy Horn- 
by boutiques. One is situated on County 
Road in Palm Beach and the other on 
Kast 60th Street in New York City. 

Ms. Hornby has spent the past six 
years in America creating a new life 
for herself and her 12-year-old son. 
She lives with a friend in a rambling 
French country-style house in Sands 
Point, Long Island. Judy’s house is rem- 
iniscent of F. Scott Fitzgerald’s The 
Great Gatsby and, interestingly enough, 


the place Noel Coward called home for 
four summers. 

Judy has a style of fashion all her 
own. She designs clothes for women 
who look and act younger than they 
actually are. Her clothes have an indi- 
vidual stamp — very elegant in soft fa- 
brics and prints that are bright and | 
sensual. Judy Hornby does not follow | 
the fashion pack; instead her clothes | 
are for the woman who has a sense of | 
her own personal identity, the woman | 
who wants to look individual. 

Judy Hornby is her own best 
model. She often wears a very practical 
cotton jumpsuit to work in her designing | 
room, but really splurges when she goes | 
out. 

Her design technique is to begin 
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with the fabric. She shops the finest 
markets in France and Italy, then 
brings home the swatches of fabrics 
she intends to include in her new col- 
lection.

When asked why she had opened 
a shop in Palm Beach, she answered, 
“Because at one time or another, every- 
one who is anyone comes to Palm 
Beach.

fee spacious apartments reflect their 
owners’ various lifestyles and seasoned tastes. 
Frequently, they are second homes — which 
are gaining importance as Florida living be- 
comes increasingly attractive. 

When this happens, a number of former 
apartment dwellers establish residence in Flor- 
ida and opt for roomier condominums.

Davidson’s client owns two 
apartments which were con- 
verted into a _ four-bedroom 
town house by enclosing the 
stairway to the second floor. 

The upstairs/downstairs 
arrangement was planned so 
the first floor could function as 
guest house and party area. Up- 
stairs, the identical apartment 
is used for casual living, hobby 
work and as a showcase for a 
collection of 55 dolls. 

Joining the apartments 
was a matter of enclosing ‘the 
outside staircase to the second 
floor, adding plants and several 
antiques. The atrium look was 
enhanced with bold, leafy-pat- 
terned wallcovering. 

Family antiques and mem- 
orabilia in the downstairs liv- 
ing room are set off by deep 
coral stria wallcovering which 
warms and dramatizes the 
dark woods.

he Ocean Grill is what 

Vero Beach is all 
about. A microcosm of life in 
Vero Beach, this rustic restau- 
rant and lounge was created a 
half century ago by an imagina- 
tive character and Vero pioneer 
named Waldo Sexton, who is 
likened to Palm Beach’s Addi- 
son Mizner. The Ocean Grill 
stands unassumingly in a locale 
of fantasy, in the middle of an 
ocean panorama. And filled 
ceiling-high with eclectic arti- 
facts and antiques, this eatery 
epitomizes the idealism of Vero 
Beach. Within its woodsy 
walls, Americans sit tall at ta- 
bles made of lacquered tree 
stumps and make visions of 
Vero become realities. 

Like Sexton, from  Indi- 
ana, other restless and rootless 
people have flocked to the 
shores of Vero Beach — a styl- 
ized fishing village — eager to 
live out their dreams and 
schemes. Spotting the rusticity 
of the Ocean Grill, they find a 
home at the bar and _ peer 
through its windows capturing a 
glimpse of the good life on 
Florida’s waters. 

“My father loved the wa- 
ter and the land here,” recalled 
Waldo’s son Ralph Sexton, a 
Vero entrepreneur. “He de- 
signed the Ocean Grill from his 
dreams.” 

A 70-mile drive north of 
Palm Beach on Florida’s re- 


laxed Treasure Coast, Vero 
Beach is situated between the

More than 20,000 of the 
country’s most seafaring folks 
have succumbed to this raw 
beauty along with the freedom 
of miles of starched sand dunes 
and pine trees and have relo- 
cated to Vero Beach. 


“A different type of per- 
son comes to Vero Beach than 
to other coastal communities,” 
explained Walter Young, Vero 
Beach’s’ planning __ director. 
“They are of the shoreline 
mentality, and they usually 
come from a lakefront or ocean 
town. Their lives circle around 
the water, down-to-earth neigh- 
bors and clean, outdoor living.” 
No truffles. 

There is no flame or flam- 
boyance in Vero Beach. Drink- 
ing is a before-dinner dalliance 
at home or with the family in a 
local restaurant. The bar scene 
is out. It’s not a swingers’ 
paradise unless you play golf. 
Nights are meant to be shared 
at home or snuggled on the 
beach. 

Informality is a way of 
life. Although there are more 
millionaires per capita in Vero 
Beach than anywhere else in 
the state, women avoid flash. 
They don’t drip with Dior. 
They aren’t bejeweled. They 
eschew Yves Saint Laurent. 

For daytime dress, it’s red 
and blue sportswear separates. 
At dusk, it’s a moderate Molly 
Parnis or a mild Bill Blass. 
Men, preened in prep, buy blue 
double-breasted blazers and 
Izod_ shirts. “Vero Beach’s 
styles are not as dressy as 
those in Palm Beach,” re- 
marked a Frances Brewster 
spokeswoman. 

Nor do they wish to be. 
Life is slower and parties are 
smaller. Crime is limited and 
security is super-charged. There 
is no rowdy Elbo Room like in 
Fort Lauderdale; no haughty 
Colony Hotel as in Palm 
Beach. 

Vero Beach, it seems, does 
not change. During the 1920s, it 
was a jungle between the river 
and ocean known for its cab- 
bage palms, oaks, cypress and 
hibiscus. Today it has grown 
into a larger small town.

Zoning ordinances have limited 
most condominiums to four stories. 
Miles and miles of residential areas 
have converted most tourists to per- 
manent (or semi-permanent) residents. 
Hotels are few. Those still standing 
(like the Holiday Inn and Oceanside) 
survive, but others have closed. 

Larger establishments adopted 
time-sharing to keep afloat. For exam- 
ple, the Reef and the historical land- 
mark Driftwood Inn Resort (also creat- 
ed by Waldo Sexton) have instituted in- 
terval ownership for their oceanfront 
inns. For one week a year, families pay 
from $8,000 to $18,000 a unit for use of 
the facility. Hundreds of tourists can 
visit and sleep in its weathered board 
rooms, amid a melange of memorabilia 
from all over the world that adorns the 
69-room hostelry. Murals of Spain and 
France are painted on antique head- 
boards; bells ring from Henry Flagler’s 
Key West train; and railing and iron- 
work from Palm Beach’s old Royal 
Poinciana Hotel and Dodge estate line 
the rooms. 

Stained glass from Palm Beach’s 
illegal Bradley’s gambling casino (of 
the Roaring ’20s) looks out on the sea. 
On a clear day, one can see a large 


black boiler protruding above the 
ocean’s surface, the only remnant from 
an 1894 storm when the boiler-powered 
steamship disappeared forever. 

Vero Beach’s 12-square miles is 
home to the dolce far niente set, the 
enterprising young and the “tired-of- 
Miami-crunch bunch.” They like to live 
in a world where sports are the day’s 
activity and the night is quiet. 

“Everything ends quietly here,” 
former Ocean Grill bartender Jack Lui- 
gard said five years ago while he was 
working hard to buy his own restaurant. 
“You work hard, but the peace that 
comes by the end of the day makes 
Vero Beach a home for the good life.” 

Today, Luigard co-owns Vero’s 
Marvin Gardens restaurant — proving 
that with determination and desire, 
business can run alongside swimming, 
sailing and snorkeling. 

Vero Beach’s chief industries are 
63,000 acres of citrus fields, cattle, Pip- 
er Aircraft, tourists and the Indian 
River Memorial Hospital. Despite the 
large number of retired millionaires liv- 
ing in the area’s elegant John’s Island 
and in the Moorings residential sec- 
tions, average Americans can find work 
here and live securely. 


_ Northern talent in business, economics, 


Run by a council/manager form of 
government, Vero Beach is blessed with. 


merchandising, recreation management 
and the arts. Even the wealthiest resi- 
dents — those who pay $1.5 million for 
a home on John’s Island — offer their 
assistance in local affairs. 

Vero Beach Mayor Terry Goff 
said, ‘‘Many people here have money, 
but they still play an active role in the 
community.” For instance, one of the 
most serious problems facing Vero 
Beach is its hazardous flow of traffic. 
Several intersections are _ veritable 
deathtraps. “About 20 area residents 
got together and started a bike path to 
protect the citizens because the county 
refused to do anything about the 
problem,” recalled Goff, a fervent bike 
path advocate. 

Furthermore, Vero Beach has more 
environmentally-active inhabitants_ 
than most towns because city officials 
are in the habit of communicating their 
needs to the residents in order to quell 
problems before it’s too late. 

Dorothy Cain, a city councilwom- 
an, said, “The women of Vero Beach, 
especially those on John’s Island and

in the Moorings, have been an asset to 
the town. They want to solve problems, 
and they have helped in administration 
and cultural areas.” 

They also have brought outside 
speakers to town to discuss local and 
national problems. Former President 
Ford, Mrs. George Bush, Treasury Se- 
cretary Don Regan, former Ford cabi- 
net member Melvin Laird and econo- 
mist Allan Greenspan have hosted 
seminars. Regan bought a home on 
John’s Island where his neighbors are 
retired board chairmen and presidents 
of such Fortune 500 companies as 
General Foods, Heinz, Pan American 
Airways, Gulf Oil, Firestone, etc. Billy 
Graham lives here, as do some of the 
Rockefeller and Bouvier clans. 

Moreover, the copiousness of the 
Vero Beach personage allows the town 
to run much like a business. “The city 
finance committee completely  re- 
vamped the insurance program here, 
giving people a better pension plan for 
less money,” said Cain. “The Civic 
Arts Board has brought theater, dance 
and music; the marine Advisory Board 
has made our waters safer and cleaner

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and the Recreational Board has made 
sports the paramount activity.” 

For example, Vero Beach has 
about 77 acres of parks with at least 14 
tennis courts, four handball courts and 
baseball fields and 26 lighted shuffle- 
board courts. Cain was responsible for 
constructing a mainland park for chil- 
dren whose parents work all day and 
are unable to drive them as far as the 
oceanfront parks and beach areas. 

But like any other town, some 
problems are tougher to tackle than 
others. Cooperation from the citizenry 
helps lighten the load. 

Last summer, residents were asked 
to limit their lawn watering to help 
compensate for the dearth of rain. The 
water supply was low and people heed- 
ed. For the past few years, environ- 
mental preservation groups headed by 
Cain, Ralph Sexton and others, have 
studied ways to fight beach erosion — 
or at least to control it. 

The Ocean Grill (still owned by 
the Sexton family) has been plagued 
with this problem for years because of 
its proximity to the sea. Proposals 
prepared by members of environmen- 
tal groups are now facing the Army 
Corps. of Engineers. These include 


damage repair devices and temporary 
measures like sandbags at various wa- 
terlines where heavy winds and rains 
have taken their toll. The Ocean Grill 
moved its parking lot to the back to 
prevent any further erosion. 

Yet much looks as it did during the 
late 19th century when Vero Beach was 
just another palmetto patch. Roads 
were crude and wild bobcats roamed 
the woods. Travel was mainly by boat, 
horse-drawn buggy and wood-fired rail 
car. 

The first settlers in 1886 were at- 
tracted to Vero because of its vegetation 
and lush grounds. Fish, oysters and 
game, plus a government plea of 160 
acres of land for only $50 each, brought 
settlers like Henry Gifford to Vero. He 
built the first log cabin near 19th Street 
and what is now called Federal High- 
way. Gifford also started the first 
general store. His daughter Dorothy ex- 
plained, several years ago: “He ex- 
plored the whole East Coast of Florida 
and he didn’t like the land around 
Miami. It was rocky and he wouldn’t 
have it. He came to Vero.” 

The first layout for the Town of | 
Vero was made in 1913 by an engineer

named R.P. Hayes of the Indian River 
Farms Co. That year 2,000 acres of 
land were sold in January, 1,000 in 
March and 4,000 more in April. 

New settlers streamed into town 
like rain after a drought. The 1920s 
were a boom time in rural Vero. Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan spoke at Poca- 
hontas Park in June 1925, to com- 
memorate the establishment of Indian 
River County, Vero’s parent. The same 
year, Vero became Vero Beach. Popula- 
tion. increased from 793 in 1920 to 
2, 266 a decade later. 

Subsequent years saw the Depres- 
sion hit the town hard, but Vero Beach 
boomed again with the coming of a 
naval base during World War II. “You 
could hear the bombing vibrations out 
the window,” one resident remem- 
bered. 

The municipal airport opened and 
was taken over by the Navy. While us- 
ing the airport as a teaching center, the 
Navy expanded and improved the run- 
ways. Bonds were floated for side- 
walks, street lights, a sewer system, 
disposal plant and the expansion of 
power, water and other vital services 


Citrus and agriculture continued to 
grow in importance, pumping dollars 
into the economy and dominating the 
industrial scene. (Today citrus adds 
more than $45 million to the area’s 
economy.) Tourism and light industry 
followed, with the opening of Piper 
Aircraft in 1957 giving the job market 
a boost. The aircraft concern construct- 
ed a $125 million research and de- 
velopment center. Today Piper em- 
ploys 2,000 and pays $30 million in 
salaries and overhead. 

Population in Vero Beach has 
grown steadily from about 400 in 1950 
to 9,000 in 1960 and to 21,000 today. 
By strict planning, Walter Young hopes 
to have no more than 7,000 new faces 
by 1987. 

The comradery among residents 
helps keep Vero Beach a small town. 
Lifetime residents accept talented new- 
comers. Rich, retired gentry dine with 
members of the working class. No snob 
approach is present here. City manager 
John Little was a service station own- 
er, civic leader, journalist, accountant 
and engineer before he came to town. 
Goff said, “John’s ability to delegate 
work and make decisions keep this 
town running smoothly.”

$40,000 condominiums in Vista Royale 
Gardens. Rentals are scarce. : 

Society is quiet and content with | 
sun and sand. Maybe twice a year, cou- 
ples will dance to Peter Duchin at the 
John’s Island Club, Riomar Country 
Club or the Vero Beach Yacht Club. 
Fundraisers and galas are kept to a_ 
minimum, as most folks are early-to- 
bed and early-to-rise types. 

Activity in the arts increases with 
the population. Fifteen years ago, the 
Vero Beach Community Theater Trust | 
was formed. In six years, the group | 
raised $850,000 to build the Riverside 
Theater for the Performing Arts. 

Located in the Civic Arts Center | 
on Beachland Boulevard, the theater | 
raises its curtain six times a year for 
such productions as Camelot and On 
Golden Pond. Intermittently concerts, 
lectures and travel films from Den- | 
mark, India and the Holy Lands are | 
featured. An opera society has been 
formed. 

The nearly 30-year-old Vero | 
Beach Art Club is trying to outdo the | 
performing arts group-by raising funds | 
to build a $1.5 million art museum cen- | 
ter. The group, headed by the George | 
Armstrongs, wants the 22,000-square- 
foot facility to be compatible with the 
Riverside. They want it located in the | 
same civic center. This group, renamed | 
the Alliance for the Arts, has 1,100 | 
members that have helped raise | 
$100,000. Mrs. Armstrong said, “We | 
want a museum for the visual arts that | 
interprets creativity and will bring in 
wonderful traveling shows.” Recently, | 
Mrs. George Firestone chaired a fund- | 
raiser at the Driftwood to raise more | 
money for the museum. 


Even downtown Vero Beach is cul- 
ture conscious. Building facades are be- | 
ing restored to the charm of the Roar- 
ing ’20s. The Old Florida Theater is | 
being refurbished to bring back | 
architectural accents of that period. | 
The pink Pocahontas apartments | 
downtown have been renovated into | 
living quarters upstairs and Cocoa To- | 
day (Vero Beach edition) offices down- 
stairs. 

Retail business maintains a steady | 
pace in the winter, but tapers off in 
spring and picks up again in summer. | 
J.B. Norton, executive director of the 
50-year-old Chamber of Commerce, ex- 
plained, “Business is good all year here. | 
When the winter people go home, Or- | 
lando, Tampa and Miami tourists hit | 
the summer beaches and shops.”

Four small shopping areas opened 
doors last year, including the two-story 
Spanish Mediterranean Portales de 
Vero arcade located on the beach. 
Classical twisting vias, arched en- 
tranceways, curvy columns and crystal 
chandeliers combine Mizner’s tropical 
touch with a New England feeling. 

On posh Royal Palm Boulevard 
(the bridge between the town and the 
sea) designer dress stores cross oblique 
cabin cruisers. Interior design studios, 
poodle parlors and small stores are 
suburbia but not suburbia. Clapboard real 
estate houses, sophisticated waterfront 
restaurants and towering bougainvillaea 
make Vero Beach an island town with 
a subdued, city-slick style. 

Eateries all feature fresh Indian 
River fish. By boat try the Forty-one’s 
French seafood. Drive down the beach 
for shrimp scampi at the Reef, blue 
crab (caught out the door) at the Ocean 
Grill or cocktails at the Driftwood. Try 
a “sharktini” (martini with a shark 
bite) at Bahama _ Joe’s. Charlie 
Brown’s, The Village South and The 
Menu are good spots and a 15-minute 
ride to the Red Tail Hawk (near Fort 


Pierce) will supplant longer trips to 
Palm Beach. It’s all right here. 

However, one of Vero Beach’s 
most pleasant places, the Patio (the 
third of Waldo Sexton’s idyllic wood 
and tropical restaurants) was sold and 
recently closed down. 

The people of Vero Beach are 
proud of their town, its landmarks and 
its legacies. They preserve Pelican Is- 
land, which in 1903 was designated a 
National Wildlife Refuge. Located 15 
minutes north of town, pelicans and 
other waterfowl are treated like kings. 

Men that played vital roles in 
Vero’s beginning — like Herman Zeuch, 
whose company drained the land to 
make it all possible, and idealist Wal- 
do Sexton — are not forgotten. Loyal- 
ties are as fierce as at high school 
sporting events. 

Sexton, who fused fantasy with re- 
ality and made the unusual seem com- 
monplace, has been an inspiration to 
all who live in Vero Beach. A frustrated 
artist, he drew plans in his head, not 
on paper. The Driftwood was created 
as a weekend retreat for members of 
Waldo’s family. By the time it was 
completed, Waldo had rented all the 
rooms. 


Men like Waldo linger forever in 
the minds of those whose lives he 
touched. Those that enjoy his monu- 
ments know his passions have spread 
around the world. The Prince of 
Sweden was introduced to Waldo and 
his wife Elsebeth during a trip they 
made to Stockholm. Said Waldo: “Hi 
Prince. ’'m Waldo Sexton from Vero 
Beach, Florida.” The prince respond- 
ed, “The best martini of my life I en- 
joyed in your Ocean Grill.” 


But best of all is the tale of Wal- — 
do’s Mountain. In 1956, he built a 40- | 


foot high hill along highway A1A over- 
looking the sea. To do it, he dredged 
dirt from a creek then made a stairway 


of inlaid Spanish tile leading up to an — 


elaborately designed top, covered with 
a tile mosaic. A concrete bench was 


molded to the shape of his wife’s — 


frame. He set out the furniture so his — 


friends could enjoy the view. Upon the 
“mountain” top he placed a sign: “Let 
this stand for man to enjoy; please 
leave the beauty and do not destroy.” 


May Waldo’s legacy live on. 0

fencing (for grace, coordination and 
muscular endurance) and_ whirlpool 
therapy (for relaxation, muscular aches 
and improved circulation).

import and satisfy Federal Drug Ad- 
ministration health regulations, Dev- 
nani prepares mineral-filled hot packs 
(containing the same minerals found in 
mud) in 12-by-six inch bars. They are 
placed in a steam machine, then 
wrapped around the frame of the body 
with towels. The heat filters through 
the body without releasing water. 

It’s interesting after watching a 
hot pack procedure to learn what the 
different mineral springs do for you. 
Each fountain is charged with sulfurated 
hydrogen gas and used medicinally 
here. The first well is for people with 
stomach disorders, the second is for ar- 
thritis, rheumatism, kidney stones and 
diabetes, the third is for the liver and 
gall bladder, and the fourth is pure 
drinking water — of which Devnani in- 
sists upon a half gallon daily. 

Like most spa diets, 600 to 800 
calories are stressed. Normal day ac- 
tivities revolve around the massage to 
complement the diet and promote re- 
laxation for improved circuation. A 
greaseless, light mineral-watered rose 
oil is used to tone and firm muscles dur- 
ing the 45 minute massage.
